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The papers documents, material, herein compiled in 
connection with the One Hundredth Anniversary of the 
CENTRAL PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH has been done with this 
thought that they might be helpful in future occasions 
and preserved for coming generations. 


It was planned to have our Centennial run from January 
Slst. 1957, to January lst, 1938, but, due to the sudden 
death of our late Pastor - Reverend Loyal Young Graham Jr. 
on Sunday December 20th, 1936, after a brief illness, our 
plans were necessarily changed to some extent. Upon the 
death of Mr. Graham the Officers of the Church requested 
that the Presbytery permit the Reverend Frederick W. 5 
Johnson D. D. General Secretary of the Lord' Day Alliance i 
of New Jersey to Moderate our Session. The request was 
granted. 


Rev. F. W. Johnson D. De and the Rev. Robert Scott 
Inglis D. D. did most of the supplying of our pulpit and 
conducted the Prayer Meetings. 


On January lst, 1957, Rev. R. S. Inglis De D. preached 
a historical sermon. On October 31st, 1937 - Reverend - 
John Hamilton Paul Strome of Pitts Grove Presbyterian 
Church, Daretown, N. J. was ealled to become our Pastor, 
to begin his work on Sunday December 5th, 1957. On 
December 21st, 1937 he was installed as the fifteenth 
Pastor of our Church and preached the final sermon in 
connection with the Anniversary Service on January 31st, 
1938. 


During the year we raised $3,500.00 in addition to 
our regular offerings; this sum was used to pay some 
current expenses, also to make many necessary repairs to 
the Church and Manse. 


This record was compiled by Mr. George F. Lingorman, 
Clerk of Session and approved by vote of Session.
